Now  the  History  of  the  Class  of  Five 
and  Thirty,  of  the  Richard  Joshua  Rey- 
nolds High  School  of  the  City  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, County  of  Forsyth,  State  of 
North  Carolina,  is  in  this  wise:

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HISTORY  OF  MAY  CLASS,  1935

In  the  early  days  of  the  seventeenth 
century  there  arrived  in  N.  C.  a  body  of 
people  who  were  destined  to  become  in 
history  the  Lost  Colony.  In  like  manner 
there  arrived  in  R.  J.  R.  High  School  in 
1931  a  group  of  gals  and  gents  who  felt 
that  they  were  the  Lost  Colony.  Those 
people  of  the  first  colony  felt  the  need  of 
a  strong  leader  while  they  were  in  the 
new  country.  We  also  felt  the  need  of  a 
strong  leader  and  made  the  selection  of 
Dick  Myers.  We,  like  those  pioneers, 
began  to  explore  these  new  regions. 
With  much  fear  and  awe  we  went  as  far 
as  the  first  floor,  then  the  second,  and  fi- 
nally with  a  grand  sweep  of  nerve  we 
ventured  to  the  third  floor.

Very  successfully  ended  our  sec- 
ond period. 

Just  as  our  ancestral  dwellers  of  N.  C. 
entered  into  a  period  of  Civil  War,  did 
we  enter  into  a  modified  form  of  Civil 
War.  Our  aim  was  to  show  our  strength 
against  the  seniors.  We  placed  talent 
from  our  class  in  everything  the  seniors 
did.  To  lead  us  through  this  period  we 
chose  a  modern  Joan  of  Arc,  Caroline 
Pfohl.  Who  won,  if  anyone  did,  was 
never  decided;  however,  to  show  that  it 
was  all  a  friendly  affair,  we  gave  one  of 
the  grandest  Junior-Seniors  ever  present- 
ed by  a  Junior  class.  During  this  time 
we  were  well  represented  in  all  fields 
such  as  athletics,  journalism,  and  orations. 
In  the  latter  Hugh  Cash,  one  of  our  mem- 
bers, took  first  place  over  many  seniors. 

To  come  to  a  modern  period  such  as 
this,  improvement  after  improvement  must 
take  place.  We  feel  that  we  have  im- 
proved to  the  extent  that  here  in  our  last 
period  we  may  rightfully  be  called  seni- 
ors. In  the  modern  manner  we  feel  we 
are  "the  top."  We  wear  stars  in  our 
crown  which  are  derived  from  all  fields  of 
extra-curricular  activities.  Likewise,  we 
have  leaders  in  both  houses  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  school.  We  boast  also  of 
our  class  officers  with  Charlie  Wood 
leading  the  list.  May  we  be  inspired  to 
do  greater  things  by  our  adventurous  an- 
cestors, the  settlers  of  North  Carolina.

REYNOLDS  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINT  SHOP 

A  full  time  vocational  program  was  carried  on  in  the  print  shop  this  year — all 
classes  being  conducted  on  double  period  or  "trade  printing"  schedule.  Students  in 
advanced  courses  had  the  privilege  of  working  in  various  commercial  printing  estab- 
lishments as  a  part  of  their  trade  training;  eight  shops  participated  in  this. 

A  night  school  class  was  conducted  for  those  not  enrolled  in  day  school.  The 
Printers  Club  continued  its  work.  The  first  annual  Printers  Club  award  for  out- 
standing work  in  printing  was  given  this  year;  Perry  Ellis  was  the  winner. 

This  Black  and  Gold  is  probably  the  largest  single  job  ever  produced  in  this  shop. 
"Pine  Whispers"  and  "The  Scribbler"  were  also  printed  as  well  as  most  of  the  job 
printing  for  the  schools  and  all  other  city  departments.  Work  in  bookbinding  was 
introduced  this  year— over  200  volumes  being  bound  for  students  and  teachers. 

All  other  work 
was    done    by  students  and  in- 
structor.   Henry  Pleasants,  Per- 
ry Ellis  and  Billy  Foy  deserve 
special  mention  for  their  work.

learning,  one  Mr.  Claude  Joyner,  who, 
hearing  of  the  departure  from  the  post  of 
Mr.  John  Watson  Moore,  did  consent  to 
take  and  lead  us  on  our  travels  through 
the  Land  of  Learning. 

This  the  fourth  year  in  the  history  of 
the  great  and  wonderful  Class  of  Five 
and  Thirty  has  been  one  of  hard  labor 
and  but  little  resting  by  the  wayside; 
for  preparations  have  been  made  ready 
for  us  to  take  our  final  departure  from 
the  Land.  Then  it  happened  that  the 
members  of  the  Class,  as  their  greatness 
grew,  desired  to  have  written  in  the  sand 
of  time,  so  that  all  might  see,  their 
achievements,  hopes,  and  fears.
